-^0  he  commanded  the  Man-Of-War  Lowestoft  in  the  West 
Indies.  "Much  of  the  interest  attaching  to  Locker  is  as  the 
teacher,  friend  and  correspondent  of  Nelson."

For  beauty  of  workmanship  and  faithful  detail  of  equip- 
ment and  rigging  this  is  perhaps  the  finest  model  of  an 
American  whaler  ever  offered  for  sale.

It  was  built  for  the  owner  from  the  original  plans 
by  George  W.  Hayward  of  London,  and  represents  the  work 
of  a  year  and  a  half.

It  has  been  restored  and  is  in 
use  as  a  permanent  museum,  the  property  of  Col.  Green.

The 
armament,  unusually  heavy,  consists  of  two  ten-pounders  on 
the  forecastle,  mounted  on  turning  slide  carriages.  On  the 
main  deck  are  ten  four-pounders  on  carriages,  and  through 
the  transoms  of  the  after  deck  protrude  two  six-pounder 
stern  chasers.  At  the  rail  aft  are  four  swivel  guns.  The 
carved  figurehead  is  a  gilded  griffin.  On  the  elaborately 
carved  stern  of  gold  and  French  sky-blue  are  two  nude  female 
figures  with  trumpets,  flanking  the  traditional  leather  jerkin 
with  the  feathered  cap  of  the  boarding  crew.  The  port  holes 
and  edges  of  the  transom  are  enriched  with  golden  leaf 
scrolls.  The  sides  have  yellowish-brown  bands  with  narrow 
strips  of  French  sky-blue,  customary  in  all  French  naval 
vessels  of  the  period.  The  hull  below  the  water-line  is  a 
light  yellow  to  represent  the  color  of  tallow,  sulphur  and 
resin  used  to  prolong  the  life  of  the  under-planking.  Every 
detail  of  rig  and  construction  of  this  type  of  fast-sailing 
vessel  has  been  fully  worked  out  to  scale.  All  blocks  are 
dummy  sheaved.  Ten  pairs  of  sweeps  were  used  to  propel 
the  vessel  in  calms.  (Fish)

Before  the  Revolutionary  War  some  of  these  French  priva- 
teers put  into  Baltimore  for  repairs,  and  their  superb  lines 
were  noted  by  the  shipyard  employees  there.  These  ideas 
later  developed  into  the  speedy  hulls  of  the  famous  American 
clipper  ships. 

This  magnificent  model  was  built  in  1925  by  Capt.  H.  Percy 
Ashley.

This  model  was  built  by  Capt.  H.  Percy  Ashley  in  1926,  from 
original  plans  of  the  Bomb  Ketch  "Vesuvius". 

A  small  Ketch  rigged  ship  calculated  to  throw  bombs  into 
fortifications.  These  were  invented  by  M.  Reyneau  of  France, 
^  and  had  their  first  success  at  the  bombardment  of  Algiers. 
Till  then  it  had  been  judged  impracticable  to  bombard  a  fort 
from  the  sea.  The  Ketch  rig  was  an  improvement  on  the  old 
Billander  and  was  first  used  to  convey  ambassadors  and  other 
dignitaries  from  port  to  port  in  times  of  peace. 

As  bombers  they  were  generally  sailed  at  night  to  within 
range  of  the  fort  and  went  into  action  at  daybreak.  To  with- 
stand the  shock  of  the  mortars  the  strength  of  timbers  of  one 
of  these  Ketches,  although  only  92  feet  long,  were  equal  to 
those  of  a  70  gun  ship.  She  carried  two  mortars  in  a  square 
cockpit  forward,  and  these  were  held  up  by  massive  timbers 
braced  up  from  the  keel.  They  were  armed  under  a  protective 
after-deck  with  six  four-pounders.  When  in  action  she  was 
held  by  four  anchors.  In  shifting,  a  small  square  sail,  set  at 
the  extreme  end  of  the  lateen  mizzen,  was  used.  In  action 
all  her  forward  rigging  was  cleared  away  except  the  main-

stay,  which  was  of  chain  to  resist  the  burning  powder.  The 
French  were  the  first  to  make  use  of  this  rig  for  mortar 
vessels  known  as  "Galioti  a  Bombes." 

All  equipment  and  rigging  is  correct  and  proved  by  research. 
No  more  perfect  or  more  beautifully  finished  model  can  be 
found  in  any  of  the  museums  abroad.
